Replace title with: -Method of Manufacture of a Silicon Carbide MOSFET 
Including a Masking with a Tapered Shape and Implanting Ions at an Angle- 

b) In the Claims 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claim 21 
to 24 non-elected without traverse filed on 12 December 2005. Accordingly, claims 21- 
24 been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowances 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in claim 13, 
the features in lines 3-6, "forming an Sic mask on a surface of an epitaxial layer of SiC, 
the SiC mask having a tapered shape in cross-section, with side surfaces forming an 
angle with respect to a normal to the surface of the epitaxial layer of SiC in a range from 
30° to 60°" and lines 9-13, "implanting second ions into the epitaxial layer of SiC 
through the surface, using the SiC mask as an ion implantation mask, to produce a 
source region having a second conductivity type, opposite the first conductivity type, 
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within the base region, so that at least the base region has an interface forming an 
angle with respect to the normal to the surface in a range from 30° to 60°" with 
commensurate features in claim 17 cannot be found in the prior art of record. The prior 
art of record fails to teach, in combination, the process features.
